"The executive power shall be vest- 


ed in a president of the United States 
of America. 
The term of office of 


president shall be six years, and no 
person who has held the office by elec- 
tion or discharged its powers or duties 
or acted as president under the Con- 
stitution and laws made in pursuance 
thereof, shall be eligible to again hold 
the office by election." 


The United States senate here Fri-

The Third Affair. 


It was in 1839 or 1840 that Lincoln met Miss 


Mary Todd of Lexington, K}'., whom he afterward 
married 
Their courtship was interesting and 


rather animated. 
One of Us incidents was a 


broken engagement, and that, jacaording to one 
authority, on the very day set for the wedding. , 


Lincoln was thirty or' thirty-one when Miss 


Todd came to Springfield, and had been practic- 
ing law in that place for some three or four years. 
The lady was the daughter of Robert S. Todd, a 
prominent Kentucklan, and was living, when 
Lincoln made her acquaintance, with her sister, 
Mrs Ninian W. Edwards, the wita of one of tho 
notables of 
Springfield. 
She 
was handsome, 


stylish witty and spirited, and soon after her 
arrival' In the Illinois capital began to cut a fig- 
ure In its society and to draw in her train tho 
more prominent beaux of the town, among others 
who afterward rose to distinction, besides Lin- 
coln, Stephen A. Douglas, the "Little Giant".lat- 
er of the s^ump and senate, and Shields, hero of 
the Mexican -war, and pne of the most pictur- 
esque figures in American life. 
Ere long it began to be apparent chat among 


these suitors and frequenters of the Edwards 
mansion Lincoln was her-favorite. As the Inti- 
macy with him grew her .relations protested; ho 
was not of iiie!r sort; they were wealthy and 
well-bred, and looked on him as of the plebeian 
cast, as one socially inferior. 
He was of tha 


humblest origin, crude and unpolished in man- 
ners, and, worst of all, was poor. 
Miss Todd, 


however, was unmoved by their objections. She 
loved him, believed in him, seems to have di- 
vined his quality and had faith In his future. 
In 1840 they engaged to marry. 


But, as the proverb has It, "the course of true 


love never did run smooth." 
So, at least, it turn- 


ed out in their case. It is not perhaps strange, 
considering the difference In their tastes, their 
ideals and breeding, that they did soon fall out. 
Miss Todd was an exacting sweetheart; Mr. Lin- 
coln careless. 


He was melancholic, constitutionally BO; in- 


clined, In such a matter, wo know, to tho inout 
morbid view. 
The upshot was, at nil ovcnts, 


that on New Year's day, 3811, tho very ili'.y, UH 
one account has It, which had boon sot for ttx» 
wedding, he broke tho engagement. 
According 


to Horndon, one of his biographers, who wan U!K<» 
his law partnor, ho broke It as publicly nw pos- 
sibly by failing to mako his upponrnnco on tho 
appointed wedding day. . The liiiguKi'tiH'Mt wan 
broken, no doubt of that; but Honidon's nt'Count 
of its breaking Is not well authenticated. 


Lincoln took this trouble dcoply to hoaii. H« 


abandoned his business and wont, away to forgot 
it tho following summer, making n visit with thai 
purpose to his old friend Spoud In LouisvJUo, Ky, 
From this trip he returned iu a bettor fratno of 
mind. This, perhaps, becmmo lie h«d bonn called 
upon there to counsel with nnd roHolve Homo 
doubts of Speed regarding his own approaching 
marriage. Lincoln and Miss Todd rnmainnd u«> 
reconciled for a year and a hnlf. 
In the numm«r 


of 1842 they were brought together unexpectedly 
by mutual friends, 
and 
met

times later at the house of Mr. Simeon Prnnolw. 
At length the engagement was renewed. 
Thl« 


came about through a elrcumnt»Jice of taeclo- 
comic features in which they both hud part.

letter to a Springfield paper; it wn» nignod "Aunt 
Rebecca," and in it Shields, who«e vanity nnd gftl- 
lantry often made him a mark, wa« mont. unmnr> 
cifully ridiculed. It made <i hit, thlH letter, and 
Miss Todd and a friend, its real aiithorn by tho 
way, followed It up with another and with iioino 
doggerel rhyme, which reached the paper 1n the 
same manner as tho first. 


Springfield laughed loudly nt these, communi- 


cations—not so much nt thfl matter of them urn 
at the anger displayed by Shield*. 
He noted 


promptly, sent a friend at once to the editor ot 
tho paper to demand Die nnme of the writer of 
the articles.

That night they nil went back to SprlrigfleJd, 


with Lincoln's preliminaries to follow, Hlnco li<> 
was the challenged party, namely these: 


Weapons, cavalry broadswords. 
Time, Thursday evening at C o'clock, 
Place, within three miles of Alton, on tlio op- 


posite side of the river MlfiKiBHlppl. 


On the 2nd of September, 1842, they were all 


upon the ground. The arrangements for the af- 
fair were about completed when the party wa« 
joined by friends. 
Among them was Colonel 


John H. Hardln, who know Lincoln well. 
H« 


had been warned of the fight by JCIIza Lott, who 
had heard of, ft when the duelists stopped to 
breakfast going out. Colonel H.irdln and this rout 
managed to satisfy Shields that Lincoln wn« not 
the author of the articles, but wae BlJloJdlng an- 
other, and to aid the seconds in settling the trou- 
ble "with honor," as tho phrase is, "to nl) con- 
cerned." 
Less than two months later a marriage license 


for Abraham Lincoln and Mary Todd wan inm)ed. 
Miss Tarbell describes tho event as "almoKt Im- 
promptu." Tho ceremony interrupted a meeting 
of the Kpfscopal Sowing society at the hoiiKe of 
Miss Todd's sister, tho Mrs. Kdwards already 
mentioned.

Few. persons realize .the far reachr 


ing importance of the fact .that the 
United States "will soon have an in- 
come tax on its statutes. 


First of all it means tlTat million- 


aires will, for the first time since this 
nation has stood,^ bear a fair proper 
tion of the burden of taxation. 


-It is estimated that one hundred-mil- 


lion dollars will be raised annually by 
taxing incomes.. This ivill mean that 
that amount of taxation is to be taken 
off of the things that the people must 
have, in order to live and- placed on 
wealth. 


Under the system of protection, as 


played in this country, nearly every 
penny of the money necessary to run 
the government, maintain the army 
and navy, construct public buildings, 
etc., 
is raised by taxing the things 


the people eat, wear and use. 
The 


only thing that protection does not 
tax is wealth. A man with a fortune 
of ten million dollars has not been re 
quired to pay a single penny of tax to 
the national government 
This seems 


almost unbelieveable, 
but it is true 


The man working on the section foi 
one dollar and fifty cents per day, with 
a family of five children, .is at the pr 
acnt time actually contributing more 
to run the national government than 
tho millionaire bachelor, too proud to 
marry and raise a family. 


The United States of America, is 


practically the only one of the great 
nations where such a condition ex 
Ists. Nearly every first class nation on 
earth levies either an Income tax '<T 
an inheritance tax. 


'We have neither. 
Why have we never been able to 


place an income tax on the statute 
books, is the question that naturally 
aris es. Here is tthe answer: 
High 


protectionists have prevented the pas 
sage of an income tax law,, because 
they knew that the more money the 
government collected from taxing in- 
comes, the less expense there would be 
for a tariff tax. 
To take protection 


away from the tariff! trusts is to inter 
fere with their monopolies. And how 
could the tariff trusts gouge eonsum 
ers without having monopolies of 
American markets.

A1TTJGS OWE MUCH TO SPRAYINXJ 
Reasons Why time-Sulphur Is The 


Solution ito Use. 


The growing of apples is an enor- 


mous industrywhich is constantly ex- 
panding 
That is due largely to the 


fact that of all fruit-the apple is in 
most steady demand; and is a very re- 
liable crop. The profits on a well con 
ducted fruit ranch pr orchard are fairly 
large, the labor.-ejitailcd in caring for 
the trees and'marketing the crop is 
not excessive, and there is scarcely 
any section of the country in which 
some varieties -or apples 
will 
not 


thrive. 
Spraying is the one operation above 


every other which'deiermines the mar- 
ket value of apples,, and yet in many 
instances it receives the le;ist atten- 
tion of all the orchard work, according 
to a Farm and Home expert. The 
matter of spraying is one which must 
be given carefuj attention and study 
by each, grower far the reason that the 
practice giving, the very best results in 
one section jjay.be'of indifferent value 
in another. ' .' " ; 
For instance, the Ben Davis is so 


seriously russeted by application of 
bordeaux mixture that, as a rule, nat- 
turally fine fruit of this variety will 
be rendered second class if this spray 
is used 
Lime-sulphur solution is apparently 


.as effective as bordeaux mixture iu 
the control of apple scab, and will 
control leaf spot- and other minor 
troubles. In sections where spraying 
for bitter rot is required the lime-sul- 
phur treatment for scab and leaf .spot 
could be followed by application of 
bordeaux mixture for -bitter rot and 
apple blotch, as it has not yet been 
determined that the lime-sulphur spray 
will control these diseases. Arsenate 
of lead is unquestionably the poison 
to use with the lime-sulphur mixtures. 


KO.XDS AND STREETS. 


Modern Transportation Demands the 


Best of Thoroughfares. 


When gravefing streets, if the out- 


sides are filled first and the stones- 
raked toward the center and covered 
it will leave the surface in nice condi 
tion. When the center is fil'ed first 
it is impossible to cover the stones 
with the thin covering at the outside 
of the fill. I noticed a village street 
that was being raised 10 inches with 
coarse gravel. The renter was filled 
first and the coarse stones raked to the 
outside. It required twice the time to 
do the grading as if the outsides had 
been filled first and the coarse stones 
raked toward the deepest part of the 
fill in the center, writes an expert in 
Farm and Home. 
Moreover, the street 


is sprinkled with stones • .tftat could 
not be CQver-ed, Which tyill make an 
extra expense to haul away, and it will 
be a roug-h road for years to come. 


A deep fill should always be made 


from the ends and . then the' dirt will 
settle evenly. If part of the fill is 
made thru the center, and then the 
dirt dumped off on one or both side* 
it will take several years for it to fin- 
ish the settling, which will go on un 
evenly. At least so says a very suc- 
cessful contractor who has had much 
experience wifh fhis. work.

NEED OF CARPETS FOR ROADS 


English Expert Recommends Use of 


an "Elastic Skin" on the 


Highways. 


.-A lecture was recently delivered by 
a member of the board before ^ the 
Royal Institute ot London on "The 
Road— Past, Present and Future," ac- 
cording to Consular and Trade Re- 
ports. The lecturer said the problem 
was to find the best mode by which a 
road should 'be constructed so. that its 
surface would not be broken by traf- 
fic so that the transit might be easier 
for both passengers and goods, a road 
which would form 
neither 
puddle 


holes nor exude mud from vehicles 
and create no dust when the weather 
was dry. 


One thing was universally 
recog- 


nized, that the road of the future 
should be a truly bound road In which, 
whatever kind of stone was used, the 
stone should be held together so that 
it would form a crust. The lecturer 
suggested that what he called a car- 
pet or an elastic skin should he adopt- 
ed as the covering. 


The carpet, he thought, should be 


made of bituminous material mixed 
with sand aud placed on the roads In 
various thicknesses, according to tlio 
nature- of the traffic. 
It should go on 


in liquid form, solidifying quickly, but 
always remaining resilient and com- 
pressible, and so integrating with the 
crust of the surface below. / 


The advantage of such a carpet, It 


was said, would be to permanently 
protect the crust, and. just as a carpet 
on. the floor softens the step, so would 
this carpet for the roads silence the 
noise and reduce the shock oC rolling 
vehicles. It was admitted that the or- 
iginal cost of a road so laid would be 
more than that of a mud bound road, 
but spreading the cost over a series 
of years it would probably not be so 
great, since the crust of the road it- 
self would not have to be renewed.

before. 
Indeed, the figures covering 


infant mortality constitute the most 
remarkable feature of the city's rec- 
ord health year. 


While the general death rate was 


reduced during the year from 15.13 
per cent to 14.ll per cent, or a little 
more than 1 per cent, the rate for 
Infants under one year was reduced 6 
per cent. 


There were during the year 14,289 


deaths of babies under one year of 
age from all causes in the city "of New 
York, as compared with 15,053 deaths 
during 1911. 
At the same time the 


number of births in the city increased 
by 3,081. 
In this ratio, the figures 


show a saving of 884 babies and an 
actual saving of 764.
